Thomas D. Campbell, well known 
as the largest wheat grower in the 
United States, has just returned frova 
his second trip to Russia. He’ tells 
in Collier’s magazine of December 20 
of what he saw there. Twice he has 


gone to Russia at the request of the|’ 


Soviet government to help lay out 
their gigantic agricultural program. 
He has had the ‘best | opportunity to 
‘observe life ‘on the huge cultivized 
farms there. He says the solution of 
American agricultural. problems lies 
not in higher prices, but in scientific 
production on larger acreages and at 
reduced costs. 

On December 28, 1928, the Soviet 
Government called for volunteers to} 
form collective groups and. offered to 
send organizers out among the farin- 
ers,who were desirous of forming col- 
leetive farms.. They also offered to 
supply the collective farms with good 
seed and adequate machinery, also 
with good quality live stogk. «

“It is very commonly said in Eng- 
land,” Jinnah added, “that we must | 
either rule India or get out.” Let me | 
tell you, you can neither rule India | 
nor get out. Are you going to meet 
the situation that has arisen in India 
or not? I say that it will indicate 
an utter bankruptcy of British 
statesmanship if you do not meet the 
situation before you leave.” e 

Jinnah criticized the attitude of 
Sir Samuel Hoare, the Conservative 
spokesman. “Sir Samuel said that
